£ 1. Be it enacted by the General Alterably of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That as the soil of 
the State of Kentucky has been invaded by a, wed 
forces, acting under the authority of thcso-called 
Confederate States, therefore the Governor of tho 
State of Kentucky is beteby directed to issue his 
proclamation, catling out not less than lorty thous- 
and soldiers, residents and citizens of Kentucky, 
between the ages of eightee u and forly-hve years, 
to be mustered into the service of this Common- 
wealth for any term of service not less than twelve 
months nor more than three years, from the time 
they were mustered into service, unless sooner 
discharged. 

g 2. That the Governor be, and he is hereby, 
authorized, in order to raise said force, to accept 
of the services of any volunteer companies who 
shall, within three months from the date of his 
proclamation, tender their services; and he shall 
commission for that purpose all officers duly elect- 
ed by the companies aforesaid, necessary and pro- 
per for the command of such volunteers. 

$ 3. That all volunteer officers, non-commis- 
sioned officers, musiciaus, and privates, whose ser- 
vice may he tendered and accepted under the pro- 
visions of this act, shall, at such places of rendez 
vous as the Governor shall appoint in this State, 
be entitled to receive in advance one mouth’s 
pay, to bo taken and considered as part of their 
pay. 

4. That the forces to be raised and organized, 
as provided for by this act, shal! k wheu muster- 
ed into service, bo under tho command of the 
General commanding the Stato forces in the 
field. 

g 5. Thnt the Governor be also authorized to 
accept the services of fifteeu hundred men, iu ad- 
dition to the forty thousand men provided for by 
this act, one thousand to housed as sharp shoot- 
ers and scouts, and five hundred to bo used as 
horsemen and scouts, they furnishing their own 
horses : Provided, That no person shall be accept- 
ed in this arm of the service unless his skill! and 
capacity have been tested by the General in com- 
mand, or such officer as he may detail for that 
purpose: And provided aleo, That such persons 
shall receive five dollars per month of extra pay. 

\ 6. That each horseman for the service of his 
horse shall receive five dollars per month; and in 
case his horse is killed by the enemy, he shall he 
paid the value of the horse, not exceeding one 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

\ 7. That the commander in the field may or- 
ganize individuals who tender themselves into 
companies, and such companies ns may tender 
themselves into squadrons, battalions, aud regi- 
ments, and permit them to elect their officers, who 
shall, when so elected, be commissioned by tho 
Governor on the certificate of the General com- 
manding. 

(J 8. That tho Governor is authorized to accept 
the services of squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, when tendered as such, and commission 
the officers elected by tho squadrons, battalions, 
and regiments so organized. 

ji 9. That the commanding General shall be en- 
titled to appoint and employ such stuff officers, 
and with such rank, as tho Inspector General is 
empowered to appoint by the 14th section of the 
3d article of tho act, entitled “an act for the bet- 
ter organization of tho Kentucky militia,” ap- 
proved March 5, 1860; and he shall have the au- 
thority confe red on said Inspector General by 
tho 10th, 11th, and 12th sections of said artictoof 
said act.

Important to Volunteers — Allotment 
Tickets — The War Department lias made 
the necessary orders to carry out the act ol 
Congress relative to allotments of pay. 
Hereafter the recruit, upon enrolling his 
name, has only to designate what pro 
portion of his monthly stipend shall begiv 
en to his family to have the necessary min- 
ute made, and the sum paid regularly. 
The step is an important one. Large num 
bers of very desirable men have turned 
away from the recruiting station, because 
the officer could give litem no assurance as 
to the provision for their families while they 
are absent on duty. Such assurance can 
now be had. It will be no difficult business 
forthe families of needy volunteers to obtain 
advances front friends and the charitable 
pn the strength of the allotment ticket, so 
that the means of support may be made 
available from the very day the recruit lias 
entered the ranks. If some organization, 
with small capital, could be framed for the 
purposeof saving the holders of suclt tickets 
from extortion and oppressive discounts, a 
still heavier weight of anxiety would be ta- 
ken from the ntind of the volunteer, and an 
oilier inducement offered to enlistment. 



Gen. S. B. Buckner’s Movements. — Last 
Wednesday morning, about 11 o’clock, the 
first trains from the -South arrived at Bow 
linggreen with two or three thousand troops 
from Camp Boone. They at once took pos- 
session of the depot and tore down the Union 
flag, after having fired perhaps a hundred 
shots at it. About night the rest of the 
troops arrived, making altogether seven or 
eight thousand. They bad twenty-one can- 
non. That night they took a cannon and 
one hundred and twenty stand of arms be- 
longing to the Bowlinggreen Home Guard, 
and sent six cannon and two thousand men 
to Green river. Gen. Roger W. Hanson was 
the military commander of Green river. 

At the last accounts a portion of the forces 
had come forward as far as Elizabethtown, 
and the intention was to attack Sherman 
and Rousseau’s troops and then to move di 
rcctlv into Louisville. 



The Habeas Corpus in Baltimore. — After 
the five secession .meinhers of the Legislature 
were arrested on Monday, by order of Gen 
Dix, and taken to Fort McHenry, a man bv 
the name of Joseph Wicks, from the eastern 
shore of Maryland, undertook to get out 
writs of habeas corpus for their release. As 
soon as the fact was communicated to Gen. 
Dix he ordered the police to arrest Wicks 
and send him home by the first steamer, 
with a notification to the captain not to 
bring him to Baltimore again. As the New 
York World remarks Gen. Dix is certainly 
entitled to the credit of devising an original 
and summary mode of staying proceedings 
in habeas corpus cases — one peculiarly 
adapted to the necessities and the jurispru- 
dence of Baltimore. 



Indiana. — There are ten new regiments 
ready for marching orders in Indiana 
They are in camp at various points. Six 
three months’ regiments have reorganized 
“for the war,” and are now ready for duty, 
There are six companies of cavalry and four 
batteries of rifled cannon. With these in 
the field, Indiana will have 37.000 in the 
ranks, and by the first of October, she will 
have 40,000, including one regiment of cav- 
alry, which is now organizing. There are

Proclam&tin by the Governor. 

Wiikrkas, Tho following resolutions, viz: 
have this day been passed by both Houses of 
he General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, the Governor's objections thereto to 
the contrary notwithstanding, and are therefore 
the law of the land, I do hereby issue this my 
proolarnatlon, enjoining all officers and citi- 
zens of this Stato to render obedience to all 
the requirements of said resolutions, and in obe- 
dience thereto, I have ordered Gen. Thomas L. 
Crittenden to execute the purposes contemplated 
oy said resolutions; and I hereby require all citi- 
zens of Kentucky subject to military duty tc obey 
the call which the said Gen. Crittenden may 
make upon them in accordance with the provis- 
ions of said resolutions. 

WhekeaS, Kentucky has been invaded by the 
forces of the so-called Confederate States, and the 
commanders of the forces so invading the State 
have insolently prescribed tho conditions upon 
which they will withdraw, thus insulting tho dig- 
nity of the State by demanding terms to whioh 
Kentucky cannot listen without dishonor; there- 
fore, 

1. Be it resolved by the General Assembly of th *■ 
Commonwealth of Kentucky , That the invaders 
must be expelled; inasmuch as there are now in

peace and reconciliation alike honorable and just 
to all; but as her wishes to mediate and restore 
harmony may not avail at present, and it is 
dosirable that tho people in the mean time should 
act in harmony and beat peace among themselves, 
so that il they shall bo iuvoivechtn war, they will, 
ns far ns p"**-«iblo, relieve and paliate its calami- 
ties; therefore, 

Iiesoiocu. Oj the General Assembly of the Com • 
mon wealth of Kentucky, That if collisions between 
hostile armies shall take place within our territo- 
ry, that it is most earnestly recommended t.o tho 
people of Kentucky not to engage in said strife 
amongst themselves on account of difioi ences of 
political opinions; that it is tho duty of the people 
to be obedient to the civil authorities, and respect, 
in times of war as well as peace, all tho rights 
guaranteed to every citizen by the constitution 
arid laws of the land; that all good citizens, how- 
ever they may differ in political opinions, should 
unite in protecting each other in their rights of 
life, liberty, and property, against all anil every 
invasion thereof by unlaw ;ut raids, mobs, maraud- 
ing bands, or other evil disposed persons nnd aid 
the civil authorities in arresting ail such prisons 
tud biinging them beiore the courts for trial.
